Curront publications from Germany aid cccupicd Europe heve for the 
most part not arrived, or are arriving very late, so that few references 
to thom arc available in this or any othcr bibliocraphy. Continental 
Civilian defense publications of the pre-war period, howover, are 
numerous and reflect & much grceator concern for the subjoct than hore or 
in Great Britain. Almost 400 books from 12 Euroncan countrios aro’ listed 
in Prentiss, Civil Air Defcnse (itom 3). For European articles on’ 
Civilian defense, publishcd volumes of the WW. P. A. Bibliocraphy mentioned 
above (item 2) are the best source. For current articles on air raid 
precautions in Britain, the Journal of the Air Raid.Protection Institute 
(item 10), and, the Air Raid Defense Leaguc Bulletin (item 1) are available. 


Guides to official publications in Great Britain and the United States: 
are particularly useful, because any of the instructions for personal 
conduct, fire-fighting, and structural protection have been standardized 
and are repeated in all handbooks. <A selected list of British official 
publications (item 4) is supplied by the British Library of Information 
in New York.
